—Attention is invited to the Ministry ol Commerce Public 
Notice No- 55-ITC(PN)/68, dated 5th April. 1968 pertaining to the import policy for 
newsprint for the year April 1968—March 1969- 

2- As a result of representations received, it has been decided to allocate addi¬ 
tional quantity of newsprint to the printers and/or publishers of newspapers and 
periodicals for the purpose of bringing out special supplement during the Gandiii 
Centenary Celebrations. The additional quantity of newsprint to be allocated on 
this account will be equal to the requirement for publication of two issues, calculat¬ 
ed vide remark (v) of Annexure 1 to the aforesaid Public Notice- The additional 
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quota can be claimed and utilised by the newspapers and periodicals -during any 
ot the years April ’68—March ’69 and April '89—March ’70. 

3- Applications for allotment of additional quota shall be made In the prescribed 
form and manner during April '68—March '69 or April ’69—March '70 through the 
Registrar of Newspapers of India, New Delhi, Where application for regular quota 
of newsprint hag already been made for the year April '68—March '69, a separate 
application should be made for this additional allocation. 

4- The additional quantity of newsprint to be allocated shall be consumed for 
publication of special issue on Gandhi Centenary and should not be consumed for 
any other purpose whatsoever. The issue containing the supplement shalf be sub¬ 
mitted to the Registrar of Newspapers of India alongwith the regular application 
for allocation of newsprint for the subsequent year. The allotment would be made 
from a source to be determined by the Registrar of Newspapers of India. 

5. In cases, where the newspapers and periodicals fail to utilise the quota of 
newsprint obtained for this specific purpose, the entire quantity so given will be 
adjusted against the entitlement of newspapers and periodicals for the year April 
1970—March 1971-
